Up to 4 applications of CSI 16-107E2 Fire Ant Bait may be applied per year. These are generally applied
at 12 to 16 week intervals. However, rainfall or irrigation within 2 to 3 hours after application may
reduce the effectiveness of the product and a repeat application within 7 days may be necessary to
achieve the desired level of control.
